showing some sig ns of prog ress. 
Seasoned diplomats in the United Na­ 
tions are not anticipating a speedy mir­ 
a cle settlement of the Mideast crisis. But, 
in their v iew, the Nix on administration 
scored a notable adv ance in winning the 
a g reem ent of Eg y pt, J ordan and Isra el to 
neg otiate a cease-fire. 
The President thus av oided the dan­ 
g er of an East-West confrontation, lie a l­ 
so depriv ed the Russians—for the im m e­ 
diate future at least—of an ex cuse for 
further ex panding their m ilita ry presence 
m the Middle Ea st and the M ed iterra n ­ 
ean. 
Ev en Nix on’s critics concede that the 
new diplomatic turn in the M ideast is due 
in a la rg e m ea sure to the President’s 
rea listic and y et firm policy . 
But it also reflects the v ictory of the 
“ moderates" in the Kremlin who feared 
that the Mideast mig ht becom e Russia ’s 
Vietnam. The Kremlin lea ders also rea l­ 
ized belatedly their policy of “ controlled 
cha os’* was only play ing into the hands of 
the Arab ex trem ists and terrorists who, 
encourag ed, armed and financed by Rod 
China, were a g rea ter threat to their 
Eg y ptian client, President Na sser, than 
to Israel . 
The Russians were indeed skating on 
thin ice after it became known that at 
lea st two Eg y ptian planes shot down by 
Israeli aircraft were flown by Sov iet pi­ 
lots. 
With 
the 
Chinese 
ag a in 
making 


threatenting noises on Russia 's border in 
the Fa r East, Sov iet stra teg ists hav e no 
stomach for becoming embroiled in a 
confrontation with the United States and 
NATO in the Middle East. 


In Europe, the Nix on administration 
is encourag ing , howev er cautiously , West 
German Chancellor Willy Brandt’s neg o­ 
tiations with the Communists which hav e 
led to the draft non a g g ression trea ty with 
Moscow. 


Here the pitfalls are only too obv ious. 
No one in Washing ton lias any illusions 
about the Kremlin’s real aims. 


Moscow still reg ards “ peaceful coex ­ 
istence" between ca pita list and Commu­ 
nist sta tes as the most promising way of 
continuing the “ rev olutionary strug g le’* 
under modern conditions. 


Thus Russia’s plan for a European 
security sy stem is seen as basica lly an 
attempt to turn West Germany into a 
pro-Sov iet buffer sta te by undermining 
its economic independence and its de­ 
fense ca pa city . This would g o a long way 
in futhering Moscow’s ambition to des­ 
troy NATO. 


Such concern was v oiced recently by 
a g roup of West German parliamentar­ 
ians in a conv ersation with this writer. 
“ Brandt is g iv ing a wa y German barg ain­ 
ing positions without g etting any thing in 
return from Moscow'." a prominent m em ­ 
ber of the Bundestag warned.

German opponents of Brandt’s “ Ostpoli- 
tik’* 
see a 
hopeful 
diplomatic

throug h in the cold wa r in the mere fact 
that the Russians are willing to neg otiate 
a treaty with the West Germans. 
Ev en m Vietnam the Kremlin leaders 
seeni to be hav ing second thoug hts. The 
Sov iet lea ders nev er relished the idea of 
Red China dominating Vietnam, Cambo­ 
dia and Laos a fter the withdrawal of 
American troops from the area. To pre­ 
v ent a Chinese take-ov er. Moscow is now 
willing to reconsider the idea of an inter­ 
national conference 011 Indochina.

Need Labor Reform 


The nation fa ces another railway 
strike threat on Sept 6. just before La­ 
bor Da y , ironically . This is the ex pira ­ 
tion date of the 60-day cooling off period 
inv oked by President Nix on under the 
em erg ency prov isions of the Railway La­ 
bor Act. 


Backg round m usic tx> the dispute is 
a fa m ilia r tune, the “ third m a n” theme 
—the question of whether a fireman is 
needed in a diesel cab in addition to an 
eng ineer and brakeman. 


A nationwide rail shutdown may be 
av erted 
if the 
United 
Transportation 
Union a ccepts a solution just recom m end­ 
ed by a presidential em erg ency board. 
Firem en would g radually be eliminated 
throug h attrition by retirement or death, 
and no new firemen would be hired. None 
of the 17,500 firemen now on the job 
would be dism issed and those holding 
seniority would ha v e an opportunity to 
bid for a new job cla ssifica tion of fire- 
man-brakeman. 


In the m ea ntim e, Sen. J ohn G. Tow­ 
er, R-Tex ., has introduced a joint resolu­ 
tion in Cong ress to establish a Commis­ 
sion on Labor Law Reform. Charg ing 
that the Railway Labor Act has prov ed 
ineffectiv e throug hout its 45-y ear history , 
he cites the fact that its em erg ency pro­ 


v isions ha v e been inv oked 188 tim es since 
its ena ctm ent in 1925. Twice Cong ress 
has had to leg islate to end rail disputes. 
“ The transportation industries rep­ 
resent just one area of concern in labor- 
m a na g em ent 
rela tions,’’ 
sa y s 
Tower, 
adding tha t “ our outmoded lalx ir laws 
are a prim e contributor to this dang er­ 
ous state of affairs." 
Tower is also author of another ma­ 
jor and controv ersial labor law reform 
m ea sure which would strip the National 
Labor Relations Board of its jurisdiction 
m unfair labor pra ctices ca ses, which 
constitute the bulk of the board’s busi­ 
ness, and restore that jurisdiction to the 
federal courts. 
The NLRB has long been under at­ 
tack for alleg ed prounion bias, often to 
the subjug ation of indiv idual workers' 
rig hts. 
The fate <>| Tower’s leg islation may 
well be determined by the outcome of 
current neg otiations in the rail dispute. 
A settlement would tend to shunt the 
driv e for labor law reform onto a siding . 
But a strike, followed by a possible one 
in the automobile industry , could build 
up enoug h pressure to prod Cong ress in­ 
to finally taking an ov erdue look into the 
tang le of labor laws it has written ov er 
the deca des .

‘Bean Bag ’ Bash 


It’s a commentary on our tim e—and 
y ou can read it as either encourag ing or 
discourag ing —that a lot of inv entiv e en­ 
erg y is g oing into the dev elopment of 
nonlcthal weapons ag ainst lawbreakers. 
One of the latest dev ices is a g un that 
fires four-inch wide “ bean ba g s.’’ The 
bag s contain steel shot and weig h about 
half a pound and. fired at about 120 miles 
an hour, deliv er a blow hard enoug h to 
stun or inca pa cita te a person. 
But because the impact is distributed 
ov er an area the size of the flex ible bag . 
it is not hard enoug h—theoretica lly , so 
tar—to kill or inflict serious wound, ex ­ 
cept in a freak ca se. 
A California rocket maker, BB Asso­ 


cia tes. sta rted 
working 
on the idea 
months ag o in an attem pt to find an a lter­ 
nativ e to situations where campus and 
other riots produce ov erreaction by law

Another potential use is m house­ 
hold defense ag ainst intruders. The stun 
g un could be v ery effectiv e in the a v er­ 
a g e home, sa y s an eng ineer on Ihe pro­ 
ject, “ y et elim ina te possible accidents 
that happen when used ag ainst someone 
y ou did not mean to shoot.’’
